Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: regarding claims 1 and 8, the prior art of record does not show a stator core for 
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a dynamoelectric machine wherein the stator core being formed into a cylindrical shape 
by abutting at least one laminated core division shaped by bending a rectangular 
parallelepiped laminated body; said laminated body being formed by laminating a 
plurality of thin strip-shaped magnetic plates and "inner and outer plate-joining weld 
portions for joining and integrating said laminated thin magnetic plates formed so as to 
extend in said axial direction in proximity to said inner and outer core-joining weld 
portions on inner circumferential surfaces and outer circumferential surfaces at first and 
second circumferential end portions of said laminated core division" to prevent 
irregularities in tooth tip surface at ends of the laminated body during bending. The 
closest art is Higashino et al. (US Patent No. 6,337,529). However, Higashino only 
disclose in Fig. 31 an outer plate-joining weld portions 36h for joining laminated thin 
magnetic plates not in proximity to the core-joining weld portion.
